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REMARKS 

With the above amendments, claims 30, 42, 45, and 48 are pending in the present 
application, each of which are independent claims, and claims 1-29, 31-41, 43, 44, 46, 47, and 49 
have been canceled. Therefore, the Applicants respectfully request that the rejections discussed 
below be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

In the Office Action at the bottom of page 1 1 , claims 42 and 48 are allowed over the prior 
art. Applicants thank the Examiner for this indication of allowable subject matter.

Patent Number 6,215,519) in view of Applicants allegedly admitted prior art.
